BUSINESS MEN OF THE CITY TO TAKE OVER 
CUMBERLAND PARK PROPERTY. 



Will Foster the Sport of Racing in Tennessee— 
Stakes and Purses to be Increased — To 
Develop the Social Side. 



New Orleaus, La., January 19. — Secretary J. W, 
Riisswurm. of the Teiinesse«* Breeders’ Assooiation. 
who is here attending the meeting of the American 
Turf Association, brings cheering word not only that 
1 m* Ijelieves the racing sitiiathm to lie entirely safe 
ill Tennessee, hut that a project long under <*<insider- 
ation has been consummatf*<I at Nashville, which will 
insure the safety of the turf at Nashville and at 
Memphis for the future. 

This is the purchase by the Merchants* Association 
of the Ciimlierland ra<*etrack, the ctinsideratlon l)e- 
iug $1*20.000. This deal has l>een under way for the 
last six months or more. In fact it has lieen talke<l 
of for two or three j'ears. Mr. Russwiirm says that 
all that remains to la* done is the signing of the 
transfer paiM^rs, which will lie aci-omplislie<l in the 
next day or two. The Merchants* Association Is 
pructk*ally the Ihiard of Trade of Nashville, made up 
hy the consolidation of the two liusiiiess men’s elulis 
there. It will bring Into the new organization 
aliuut 400 of the leading business men of Nashville 
and vicinity, who will see to it that no siM>il-sport 
law will again have a clean walkover in the legis- 
lature. 

By the terms of the transfer a working fund de- 
rived from the sale of stoi'k will lie in the bauds 
Ilf a illrectorate compose<l of the husiuess men for 
the next teu years. It is the puriiose to establish 
a big State Fair at Nashville, which will be held 
in the autumn Ccr a. period of t«iv doys or more, 
and at which Imth harness and running races will be 
given. The spring race meeting will lie continued, 
but both the stakes and purses, Mr. Russwurm 
states, will Ih* increased in value. In the transfer 
the Merchauts* .\ssociatloii alMOrlis the old Tennessee 
Breeders’ Association, the holdings of the latter 
fHHjy figuring as stwk in the new concern. Messrs. 
Kohiusoii and Overton, the biggest owners in tlie old 
chib, will each have $30,(H)0 worth of stoc-k in the 
new IsHly. 

It is Intended to develop the social side of racing 
at Nashville, and to that end a Country Ulub will 
be formed and the clubhouse kept open all the year 
around. This is the most important turf move that 
has occurreil In tlie west in a long time. It will 
not only strengthen the Nashville spring meeting, 
liut It win have a lieiieficial effect on racing affairs 
throughout the entire middle west. 

JOCKEY J. CARTER IS RULED OFF THE TURF. 

He Successfully Contrives the Defeat of His 
Heavily-Backed Mount in the Steeplechase. 

New Orleans. I^.. January 19. — For alietting the 
ilefeat of H. M. P.. his mount in tlie steeplechase 
at City I'urk this afternoon, jockey J. Carter whs 
nilwl off the turf by Judge Trevelyan and his ass<i- 
ciates ill the stand. H. M. P. is a green jumiier of 
promise uud Is owned hy Harry Herendeen and 
others iu Chicago, He is trained by M. Powers, 
who has always Ixirne a reputation above reproach, 
><o It was that he was heavily hacked with unN-mal 
coiifiiJeiK-e. Just after the horses began the parade 
to iHist the judges received an intimation that there 
was something wrong, liut it was too late to sub-' 
Ktitute a rider for Carter. Had there lieen time to 
make the change H. M. I*, might have won under 
an honest ride. Carter’s handling of the horse was 
enough to make the angels weep. He let go of 
the reins wlieii going to several of the jumps and 
|H*rmitte«l the horse to stumble a half dozen times. 
Ill a couple of instances he all hut fell over H. M. 
P.’s head, managing, however, to regain his seat. 
All of which retarded the horse and put him out of 
the runuiug. The judges called Carter into the 
stand, listened to his lame excuses and then ruled 
him off. 

The fourth race, a selling affair, was declared off 
ou account of the numerous withdrawals. The own- 
ers were probalily afraid of a repetition of the 
ilaimiug scramble of Thursday. All the horses 
curded, excejit Don Alvaro, Robin Howl and Billy 
Hundsel, declineil tbe issue.

New- Urleans, La.. January 19. — Jin-key Sewell’s 
riding today was gilt edgwl and he divided the ut- 
teiition of the 8)M^ctators at Crescent Park with 
jockey “Jack” Martin, who was making his first ap- 
pearance here this winter, and jockey O’Neill, whose 
ride alone won the fourth race with Captain Bob.
